ty days. 
Testing of the new equip­ 
ment will in all probability be com­ 
pleted before that time. 
Mr. Boatman,

Company, 
and a force of workmen are assem­ 
bling the switchboard this week. The 
control panels are being assembled 
in the northeast corner of the build­ 
ing, and are

complicated 
if 
nothing else. 
Boatman’s crew finish­ 
ed assembling the two 600-H. P. pow­ 
er units last week, and the only item 
still remaining unfinished 
on 
that ( 
unit of the plant is the cooling tow­ 
er. 
Diesel engines are water cooled, 
hundreds of gallons being forced thru 
the chambers surrounding cylinders 
each minute. 
In carrying away heat 
generated by the machines this wa­ 
ter is heated to approximately 
115 
degrees, then piped to the 
cooling
